IT'neat  production  estima.tes  for  1933-34  noip  total  3,528,214,000  b-a.shels 
diie  to  up-vard  revisions  for  the  crops  of  several  European  countries.    This  is 
only  5.0  percent  belov/  the  production  of  the  s?jne  countries  in  1932-33,  which 
included  all  the  principal  producing  countries  of  the  world  with  the  exception 
of  Chin?,  and  Russia. 

Rye  production  estimates  for  29  countries  have  now  reached  a  total  of 
1,032,204,000  bushels  through  a  dovrnv/ard  revision  for  Litha^aia,  a  larger 
estim.a.te  for  Estonia,,  a,nd  a  new  figure  of  10,236,000  bushels. for  Denmark. 
This  is  29,158,000  or  2.9  percent  above  the  1,003,046,000  bushels  harvested 
by  the  same  countries  in  1932-33.

Crop  outturn  in  non-reporting  countries  -  Russia  and  China 

The  Russia.n  chairman  of  the  Soviet  of  Peoples'   Commissars  of  the  U.S-S.R. 
places  the  1933  total  grain  crops  in  the  U.S-S.R.  at  99,000,000  short  tons  as 
against  76,900,000  tons  in  1932,  according  to  r.adioed  advices  from  the  Berlin 
office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    Wheat  and  rye  are  said  to  account 
for  aoout  half  of  the  increased  outturn  in  1933  or  for  a  little  less  thr:i 
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400,000,000  bushels.     The  Russian  rye  crop  in  recent  years    has  averaged  nearly 
900,000,000  hushels  or  almost  equal  to-  that  of  the  rest  of  the  world  comhirBd 
while  the  wheat  crop  has  averaged  a  little  over  800,000,000  "bushels. 

The  Manchurian  wheat  crop  which  was  estimated  at  53,278,000  bushels,  is 
not  turning  out  so  well  as  es^poctod,  according  to  a  radio  message  from  Shanghai,: 
quoting  the  A-aerican  Consul  at  Dairen.    A  new  figure  was  not  fortjyarded,  however. 
Production  in  1932  was  placed  at  41,633,000  bushels. 

Mark3t  conditions 

The  Shanghai  wheat  and  flour  market  was  dull  during  the  past  week  with 
an  uncertainty  as  to  whether  the  Ministry  of  Finance  would  exempt  the  duty  on 
wheat  purchased  before  the  im"oort  levy  was  announced,  according  to  a  radiogram 
from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    Mills  were  operat- 
ing at  about  40-percent  capacity,  but  increased  activity  was  e:xpected  this  week 
on  the  arrival  of  foreign  wheat,  of  which  it  was  estimated  that  a  supply  had 
been  booked  sufficient  for  60-percent  activity  during  two  months,    llo  foreign 
wheat  was  bought  by  the  mills  the  past  two  weeks,  and  native  wheat  arrivals  have 
been  quite  small  the  past  sixty  days. 

Mo  recent  quotations  on  wheat  in  Shanghai  were  available,  but  flour  prices 
were  around  70  cents  per  bag  of  49  pounds.    Flour  imports  into  South  Manchuria 
have  been  heavier  to  date  than  anticipated  by  the  Shanghai  office.    For  November 
with  1932  figures  in  parentheses,  irrports  were:    Japan  489,000  bags  (909,000); 
Shanghai  1,557,000  bags  (950,000);  Australia  none  (404,000  bags);  United  States 
and  Canada  none  (55,000  bags);  Korea  4,000  bags  (8,000);  total  2,050,000  bags 
(2,325,000). 

Government  regulation 

In  Czechoslovakia,  a  government  decree  effective  November  23,  1933  calls 
for  the  registration  at  the  appropriate  produce  exchanges  of  all  purchases  of 
domestic  wheat,  rye,  spelt,  barley,  and  oats  if  at  least  75  quintals  (275  bushels 
of  60  pounds)  if  any  one  of  the  specified  grains  are  purchased  in  the  same  day 
from  one  and  the  sme  seller,  according  to  American  Consul  General  Frank  Lee  at 
Prague.     The  compulsory  registration  of  domestic  grain  transactions  is  the  result 
of  the  Czechoslovak  government's  effort  to  create  a  firmer  basis  for  quotations 
of  prices  on  the  produce  exchanges    with  a  view  to  preventing  the  speculation 
which  so  depressed  the  market  just  before  this  year's  grain  harvests,  the  report 
says.     It  is  one  of  the  measures  for  the  protection  of  domestic  -agriculture  that 
have  resulted  from  the  Enabling  Act  of  June  9,  1933.

countries  reported  amounts  to  1,302,110,000  "bushels  or  12  percent  less  than 
for  the  same  coimtries  in  1932- 

The  first  estimate  of  the  193,3  Orats  crop  in  Denmark  is  63,205,000 
"bushels,  v/hich  is  also  a"bout  6  percent  "beloiv  the  production  of  the  previous 
year,  and  is  neo.rly  3  percent  "below  the  average  production  during  the  past 
five  years.    The  total  oats  production  in  33  countries  so  far  reported  amounts 
to  2,922,306,000  hushels,  which  is  lb  percent  "below  the  1932  harvest  in  those 
coiintries . 

The  first  e'^timate  of  the  1933  corn  crop  in  Mexico  is  75,067,000  "bushels, 
which  is  more  than  3  percent  bolo'v  the  production  of-  the  previous  year,  hut  is 
about  U  percent  above  the  average  production  during  the  past  five  years.  The 
total  production  in  20  countries  reported  ariounts  to  3*231,930,000  bushels,  or 
more  than  13  percent  less  tnan  t"h6  1932  crop  in  those  co-ontries.     The  1933-3^ 
corn  crop  in  Argentina  is  reported  to  bo  growing  v/ell  but  good  rains  are  needed. 
The  table  on  page  3S  chows  the  revisions  in  feed  grain  j)^'oduction  estimates 
which  have  been  made  since  the  publication  of  the  tables  in  the  December  26 
issue  of  "Poreign  Crops  and  Markets".     Tables  shov/ing  current  feed  grain  trade 
and  prices  are  found  on  page  37  of  t^^iis  issue. 


RICE 

Soiith  Asiatic  rice  market s  slow 

Prices  of  South  Asiatic  rice  lower  in  193^  th;in  in  1933  are  suggested 
by  the  supply  situation  and  the  increased,  trade  restrictions  in  importing 
coimtries,  according  to  Vice  Consul  A.  G.  Lynch  at  Banglcok.    A  large  crop  for 
1933-3^  is  expected  in  Siam,  where  the  acrnago  is  larger  than  that  of  last  year. 
Heavy  prodivetion  also  is  evident  tliis  sea.son  in  Burma,  Indo-China  and  Japan, 
with  all  of  those  countries  holding  a  considerable  surplus  from,  the  1932-33 
crop.     In  Siam,  new  restrictions  on  imrports  into  Japan  are  causing  considerable 
concern.     China  is  reported  as  conte;:iplating  a  new  tax  on  foreign  rice,  while 
Java  continues  its  embargo  on  im;oorts.    Rice  e:qDorts  from  South  Asiatic  regions 
have  been  soraev/hat  larger  in  1933  thr^ji  in  1932,  but  by  late  ITovember  new  busines 
v/ith  Cuba  and  Europe  had  fallen  off  materially. 
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LIYESTOCK,  IvlSAT  AlTD  WOOL 

Improved  lard  market  continues  in  3elg;ii3m 

BelgiiMi  continues  as  a  consideraoly  better  market  for  American  lard 
this  year  than  last,  according  to  Consul  Beach  at  Ant.verp.     The  low  dollar 
exchange  rates  have  enabled  exporters  to  make  prices  attractive  to  the 
Belgian  trade.     So  far,  Belgium  has  not  .applied  an  import  quota  or  license 
tax  to  the  lard  trade.    During  1933  >  more  American  than  lletherlands  la-rd  , 
T7as    sold  in  Belgium,  whereas  in  193^  the  reverse  v/as  tru.e.     Total  lard  im- 
ports into  Belgium  re.ached  13, 525 » 000  pounds  in  the  first  9  months  of  1933 
against  7j17o,000  pounds  in  the  corresponding  1932  period.     Of  the  1933 
figure,  6,510,000  pounds  were  American  against  only  3s 139^000  pounds  a  year 
earlier,    iunerican  cooked,   smoked  and  salted  meats  were  not  able  to  compete 
with  similar  Dutch  products  in  Belgium  during  1933' 

Sydney  sales  open  strong 

lYool'sa-les  o.t  Sydney,  Australia,  opened  on  Janup.ry  2,  193^  will  all 
veJues  higher  than  a.t  the  close  of  the  preceding  series  on  December  lU, 
according  to  cabled  advices  from  Wool  Specialist  H.  E,  Reed  at  London.  Good 
fleece  and  best  merinos  shirtings  v/ere  up  7*5  percent.     Other  lines  registered 
a  gain  of  10  to  12,5  percent.' 

South  American  wool  exports  lower 

Wool  exports  from  Argentina  and  Uru^ufiy  for  the  2  months  October-November 
1933  were  li4«6  percent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  1932  period,  according 
to  figures  furnished  by  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  C.  L.  Luedtke  at 
Buenos  Aires.     The  Argentine  movement  was  down  2M-.k  percent,  more  than  offsetting 
the  increase  of  IB.l  jjercent  in  exports  from  Uruguay,  v/hich  arc  less  than  half 
the  size  of  the  Argentine  exports.    The  movement  of  Argentine  wool  to  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain  compares  favorably  with  that  of  last  year,  as  do  exports 
to  Japan.    Exports  to  other  countries,  hovircver,  have  been  materially  sm.aller. 
In  Uruguay  exports  to  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  have  been  the  leading 
factors  in  the  trade.     See  table,  page  28,    The  Buenos  Aires  wool  market  has 
been  active,  and  nearly  3  times  as  much  wool  v/as  e:>.rported  in  November  than  in 
October,    Desirable  lots  continue  relatively' scarce. 


'UlTITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DECLINE  III  lIOVEI\fflER 

During  the  month  of  November  the  i:idex  of  United  States  exports  as  based 
on  the  volume  of  UU  of  the  principal  farm  products  omounted  to  111,  a  decrease 
as  compared  v/ith  the  preceding  month  and  the  lowest  November  index  since  1917- 
With  cotton  excluded,  the  index  stood  a.t  79j  ^  low  index  for  November  but  the 
highest  monthly  index  during  the  last  tv;elve  months.

A  smaller  volur^e  at  liigher  iirices  featured  the  ITovemcer  exports  of 
unmanufactured  cotton,  the  averase  value  risini?;  from  7.2  cents  during 
l\rovembar  1932  to  10  .Q  cents  per  pound  during  November  1933.    The  volume 
leavin^r  the  country  was  less  than  di!.ring  Novemoer  of  the  two  precedinc  years 
and  also  tmder,  the  heavy  exoorts  of  ti.ie  preceding  month.    Frr  the  fifth 
consecutive  month  exports  to  Japan  exceeded  those  to  either  the  United  irin^rdom 
or  Gerraany.     Sales  to  Japan  for  the  5  months  (july-lTov.)  exceeded  1,000,000 
tales  v'ith  Germany  taicing  800,000  bales  and  the  United  Kinsdom  735,000  bales. 
The  only  cotton  exported  to  Russia  so  far  this  season  was  22,000  bales  v/nich 
went  out  in  the  month  of  Aui^ist. 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  continued  at  a  low  level,  the  t.otal  for  the 
5  months  ended  November  30  amounting  to  8,062,000  bushels  or  less  one-third 
of  the  total  volume  exported  during  the  corresponding  five  months  of  1932 
when  o>:ports  were  unusually  small. 

Exports  of  jAjnerican  lard  were  larger  than  during  November  of  the  three 
preceding  years  and  21  points  above  the  prewar  level.    Exports  of  cured  pork 
though  a.  little  above  those  for  November  1931  and  1932  continued  to  make  a 
very  poor  showing. 

Eruits  recorded  about  the  usual  seasonal  advance  with  azi  index  of 
432,  -che  highest  since  October,  1932.    A±'ter  a  temporary  gain  during  the  month 
of  October  exports  of  leaf  tobacco  dropped  off,  recording  the  lowest  November 
exports  in  more  than  a  decade.

Co.TiDined  rice  crops  for  1933  in  Ital;^  and  Spain,  tlie  lea.ding  European  \ 
prod-iicers.  were  7.3  percent  snaller  f.^an  in  1933,  according  to  recent  s'a.teinents 
froui  tne  office  of  the  j:\iiierican  Agricultural  Attache  at  Paris.    The  crop  v/as 
produced  on  an  acreage  4.1  percent  s^naller  than  that  of  last  year,  \7ith  Italy 
reporting  rela^tively  ].arger  reductions  in  area,  and  production  t'nan  has  Spain. 
The  Italian  crop  is  us^aally  atout  double  the  Spanish  production.  Developments 
in  recent  :nonths  in  the  European  rice  trade  have  placed  the  Italian  product  in 
a  more  active  competitive  position  r/ith  respect  to  American  rice  than  formerly. 
Trade  agreem^ents  v/ith  G-erraajay  and  other  rice  importing  countries  stipulating 
the  voltijue  of  Italian  rice  to  "be  talcen  during  the  year,  are  the  most  important 
elements  in  the  current  situation.    Spanish  exports  also  offer  some  competition 
with  the  American  product,  nctaoly  in  the  British  market. 

Italy 

The  1933  rice  area  in  Italy,  at  316,288  acres,  produced  825,997,000 
pounds  of  cleajied  rice.    Those  two  figures  were  5.5  percent  and  7.4  percent 
respectively  smaller  than  the  corresponding  1932  figures.    Both  acreage  ajad 
production  have  tended  do\7n\7ard  in  recent  years.    The  current  figure  is  the 
final  estimate  for  the  year  and  is  only  slightly  larger  than  the  estimate  made 
in  Octooer  1933.    Both  acreage  and  production  for  1933  were  well  "below  the 
average  of  tho  pa.st  10  years,  and  also  "belov/  any  ajinual  figures  issued  in  that 
period.    The  reduced  output  this  year  is  a  favoraole  factor  in  the  plan  of  the 
Snte  Fazionale  Sisi  (the  government  rice  agency)  to  assist  growers  in  disposing 
of  both  stocks  of  old  rice  a:id  the  current  crop. 

Despite  indications  of  a  smaller  crop,  rice  prices  in  Italy  continued  to 
decline  through  October  and  November,  especially  in  the  lower  grades.  To 
counteract  this  tendency,  the  Ente  announced  that  after  December  1,  any  rice 
groover  might,  upon  proof  of  possession,   secure  an  advance  of  1.85  cents  per  pound 
on  his  holdings  of  grades  of  rough  rice  which  yield  at  least  65  percent  cleaned 
rice.    The  money  is  to  be  advanced  by  regional  bajnks  designated  by  the  Snte, 
with  interest  fixed  at  4.5  percent,  of  which  the  Ente  pays  half  and  the  =;:rower 
half.    It  is  announced  also'  that  ajter  June  30,  1934,  the  Ente  will  buy  from 
growers  at  2.22  cents  per  pound  all  rice  of  the  present  crop  yielding  at  least 
65  percent  cleaned  rice  which  is  regularly  reported  as  remaining  unsold.  Before 
the  new  m.eas-ares  were  announced,  common  grades  were  selling  around  1.5c  and  1.59 
cents  per  pound  rough  basis.    By  December  2  the  same  grades  were  up  to  1.81  and 
1.85  cents.    The  new  fixed  price  of  the  Ente  is  higher  than  the  avo^age  price  of 
1932/33  for  common  grades. 

It  is  anticipated  that  a  relatively  greater  advance  in  the  price  of  the 
better  grades  may  develop  in  connection  with  the  new  m.easures  of  the  Snte.  ' 
Foreign  buyers  have  been  showing  considerable  interest  in  the  comparatively 
restricted  supplies  of  high  grade  rice  available.    There  is  good  reason  to  believe 
that  prices  of  common  grades  also  may  adva:ice  beyond  the  Ente  price  in  view  of 
the  i~act  that  toward  the  end  of  the  1933-34  season  farmers  are  expected  to  have 
relatively  light  stocks  on  ha;.id.    Export  bounties  now  in  effect  and  expiring 
February  28,  1934  range  according  to  grade  and  destination  from  0.92  cent  per 
pound  for  rough  rice  to  1.66  cents  per  pound  for  high  grade  cleaned  rice.  Higher

Export  hounties  are  not  paid  .on  rice  going  to  Germany,  Austria  aild 
H'ongary.    T'lose  couiitries  have  made  special  agreements  to  tahe  specific  quan- 
tities of  Italian  rice  annually.    The  agreement  with  Germany  provides  for  the 
talcing  of  Do,89^t-  short  tons  of  rough  rice  for  each  of  the  years  ended  September 
30,  193^  to  193?'»    Heretofore,  practically  no  ro"'igh  rice  has  "been  e:rported  to 
Germany  from  Italy.

1933 ♦    T-'-ie  agreements  with  Austria  and  Hungary  involve  quantities  of  rice  con- 
siderahly  smaller  than  those  entering  the  trade  v/ith  Germany.     The  current 
Italian  rice  crop  is  reported  o.s  showing  from  65  to  66  jiercent  first  class  grain 
against  6S  percent  last  year.    Adjustments  in  grading  regulo,tions  have  "been  made 
which  moace  larger  allov/ances  for  chalky  caid  hroken  kernels.    A  new  grade  laa.s 
heen  added  to  the  "Carolina"  types  to  allow  a  larger  percentage  of  pini-c  kernels 
or  kernels  h-i'.ving  a  pink  streok.

The  Spaziish  rice  crop  of  1933  is  now  placed  at  403,168,000  pounds  of 
cleaned  rice  against  433,083,000  pounds  in  1932.    The  1933  crop  was  produced 
on  122,314  acres  aeainst  122,735  acres  last  ysar.    The  current  acreage  and 
production  figures,  however,  are  still  considerahly  larger  than  those  of  1931. 
Including  an  estimate  of  the  export  movement  for  September  1933,  total  exports 
of  cleaned  rice  from  Spain  in  the  year  ended  September  30,  1933  are  put  at 
44,568,000  pounds  against  89,788,006  pounds  in  the  corresponding  1931-32  season. 
The  new  1932-35  figure  is  somewhat  larger  than  an  export  estimate  made  early 
in  October.    Exports  in  July  and  August  were  unusually  heavy  as  a.  result  of  the 
efforts  to  reduce  stocks  before  the  maturity  of  the  new  crop.    Great  Britain, 
France,  Hetherlands  and  Cuba  are  the  leading  buyers  of  Spanish  rice. 

The  outstanding  export  movement  to  Great  Britain  has  been  maintained 
this  year  despite  the  impiort  duty  of  about  2  cents  per  pound  levied  by  tho.t 
country  on  non-Empire  rice  since  January  1,  1933.    The  export  movement  has  caused 
a  downward  revision  in  estimates  of  carryover  and  export  surplus  for  1933-34. 
Up  to  the  middle  of  December,  no  export  bounties  had  been  paid  in  Spain,  but 
they  are  regarded  as  inevitable  in  view  of  the  low  international  prices  now 
prevailing.    Domestic  prices  for  1933  crop  rice  have  been  fixed  at  around  3.24 
cents  per  pound  cleaned  against  3.05  cents  per  pound  for  the  1932  crop.  The 
cost  of  production  in  the  import -^.nt  Valencia  district  is  placed  at  around  2.91 
cents  per  pound  cleaned.    A  premium  is  being  paid  for  the  production  of  an 
improved  variety  developed  at  the  Sueca  Experiment  Station. 


DAI^BE  DRY  BEAU  EXPORT  ESTIliATE  BELOW  LAST  YEAR 

Exports  of  dry  beans  from  the  Danube  Basin  from  September  1,  1933  to 
August  31,  1934  are  forecast  at  3,175,000  bags  of  100  pounds,  according  to  a 
report  from  Agricultural  Attache  Louis  G.  Micha.el  a*  Belgrade,  Yugoslavia. 
This  is  154,000  bags  higher  than  the  August  forecast  and  compares  with  3,724,000 
bags  exported  during  1932-33  and  a  5-year  average  for  1927-28  to  1931-32  of 
2,319,000  bags.    Exports  in  September  were  smaller  than  last  year  and  in  October 
higher,  due  to  the  lateness  of  this  season' s  crop,  the  total  for  the  two  months 
being  1,459,000  bags  compared  with  1,508,000  bags  during  the  same  period  last 
year.    There  was  practically  no  carryover  in  any  of  the  Danubian  countries  with 
the  exception  of  220,000  bags  in  Rumania,    production  of  dry  beans  in  the  DaJiube 
Basin  in"  1933  is  estimated  at  12,293,000  bags,  compared  with  14,356,000  bags  in 
1932  and  an  average  of  8,814,000  bags  during  the  years  1927  to  1931. 

In  Hungary  and  Yugoslavia  shipments  to  market  have  been  small  as  the 
farmers  o.re  anticipating  better  prices.    Adverse  weather  conditions  pnd  tne 
late  hci.rvest  in  Rumania  prevented  farmers  from  attending  markets  until  October, 
but  offerings  in  volume  were  made  then.    Offerings  in  Bulgaria  have  been  plenti- 
ful since  September,  with  prices  gradually  decreasing,  but  in  Hungary  nnd 
Yugoslavia  prices  have  been  firm.    The  government  of  each  Damibe  Basin  country 
requires  exporters  to  deliver  to  the  National  Bank  of  the  respective  country

the  credits  in  foreign  currencies  representing  the  proceeds  of  their  sales 
abroad,  at  the  official  exchange  rate.     This  official  exchange  rate  is  deter- 
mined by  the  government,  and  is  usually  considerably  smaller  than  the  rates 
quoted  for  Eanubian  currencies  on  foreign  exchanges. -In  other  words,  the  ■ 
Danubian  exporter  receives  much  less  in  domestic  currency  from  his  National 
Bank  for  the  proceeds  of  the  exported  goods  than  he  could  obtain  if  he  were 
allowed  to  buy  domestic  money  abroad. 

A  result  of  the  exchange  arrangement  indicated  has  been  a  lower  domestic 
price  for  beans.     In  order  tp_,  enable  .te an  exporters,  to  pay  more  for  domestic  , 
beans,  the  Hungarian  government  pays  10  percent , above  the  official  exchange 
rate  for  foreign  credits  representing  the  proceeds  of  bean  exports  from 
Hungary,     The  Yugoslav  government  pays  a  lar:ger  premium, -bat -the  •  same  premium 
paid  to  any  exporter,  or  anjc  person  delivering  foreign .cuFrencies -to -the 
Na.tional  Bank,     This  makes  the  currency  premium  work  .out  as -an -increase  of  the 
exchange  rate,  not  as  a  relief  measure  for  bean  growers.-    The  Rumanian  govern- 
ment concluded  an  agreement  is' September  with  a  German  .firm  .  by -which,  in 
addition  to  other- agricultural  products,  the  German- firm  agreed  to'export 
from  Rumania  within  9  Iftonths,  beans,  millet,   oil  seeds  and  eggs  to  a  tot-al 
value  of  80,000,000  lei  (about  $700,000)  in  exchange  for  German  goods  and  ■ 
"frozen"  German  claims  in  R-umania.
